East Bay Chinese 
summer school gains 


By DON WONG 


OAKLAND--The summer of :71 
is a lot more rewarding for the 100 
children attending the Lincoln 
School in Oakland Chinatown 
sponsored by the East Bay Chinese 
Youth Council，Inc., and the CHi- 
nese Community Council Inc. This 
sumImer school program，in its 
third year，is the creation of the 
Youth Council. 

The idea behind its _ creation 
stems back to the Youth Council 
and the Chinese Community Coun- 
cilbelief in Community Education. 
Community Education is the devel- 
oprmaent of educational Systems 
responsive to the Special needs of 
the Third World commumnities， 

Before this year，the Oakland 
Public Schools have shown little 
interest in answering the needs of 
the Chinese community. In the 
areas of relevant curriculum for 
Asians and sensitivity to the prob- 
lems common among foreign-born 
Chinese， the ”Oakland Public 
Schools have proven themselves 
lacking-. 

The major emphasis of the sum- 
mer school is to help the recently 
arrived immigrant children with 


their difficulty in English. A special 
curriculum put together by Bil 
Kuo and Mamie Lee stresses the 
points on which the children are 
the weakest. Pronunciation，Read- 
ing Comprehension, and Grammar、 


Structures are some of the points， 


covered in the Language Skill cur- 
riculum . 

To implement this_ curriculum， 
the summer school nutilizes che 
talents of 13 teachers and 15 
Neighborhood Youth Corps work- 
ers，。 The Neighborhood Youth 
Corps workers, besides helping the 
teachers，are gaining valuable ex- 
perience in teaching. With the large 
number of teachers and aides, each 
teacher works only five or Six 
children. In this way, more indivi- 
dual attention can be given to each 
student. 

In addition to language skill， 
Cheryl Gee, a fourth grade teacher， 
has been instrumental in initiating 
an Asian studies curriculum for the 
youngsters. Miss Gee feels that the 
study of Asians” role in the history 
of America cannot be overlooked. 
The stereotypes of Charlie Chan 
and Fu Manchu mnust be deflated，

“The 1970 census shows that 
there are97,389 or 13.4 兄 Asians in 
San Francisco,” says the spokes- 
man for the CADC,“yet one looks 
in vain for any significant Asian 
participation in municipal govern- 
ment. Asians have been systematic- 
ally excluded from Political proc- 
esses，including appointments to 
the Board of Supervisors,， Board of 
Education and various commis- 
sions in City government.” 


“In the area of city service,?” 
according to the CADC，“'there are 
only 4.4% Asians. Of these, Asians 
are copnfined mostiy to clerical type 
jobs or limited to only selected 
departments，such as accounting 
andengineering.?” 

“As a result,”claims the CADC， 
“Asian-American community has 
no voice in decision-making proc- 
esses of City government， Worse 
yet, the specific needs of the Asian 
community in San Francisco are 
deliberately ignored and unat- 
tended.” 

“We are determined to register 
every eligible Asian voter in San 
Francisco，We intend to have our 
voice heard in the November elec- 
tion,”says the spokesman. 


Included in the drive will be a 
Concerted effort to assist Asian 
senior citizens and eligible aliens in 
Securing their citizenship，so that 
they too will participate in political 
Processes，

He expects the appeals 
court to rule on the stay“within 
thenextweek or So.” 

In the meantime the NAACP 
may appeal to the Supreme Court 
to have another separate stay lifted 
in the integration case.

SAN DIEGO--Ihe only bad 
thing about the Chang Dai-chien 
exhibit at the Fine Arts Gallery in 
San Diego (closes Aug. 8) is that 
the works exhibited are too few. 
One finds oneself peeking around 
corners hoping for more examples 
of the worK of this leading contem- 
porary artist. 

The show highlights his work of 
the 1960s，and a particularly 
unique creation is his painting on a 
wood block,，“Landscape Painted 
on The Road'” (1960). This work， 
selling for 4$41600，combines the 
natural stains of the wood with a 
deft and subtle brush stroke to 
craft a striking landscape，The 
variety of techniques in the small 
exhibit ls staggering, and it is just 
too bad there are not more of 
Chang Dai-chien':s paintings on qis-

Chang Dai-chien was born May 
19,，1899, at Neikiang，Szechwan. 
When he was seventeen he was 
captured by bandits and Kept as 3 
Secretary to the chieft untl he 
escaped 100 days later. He studied 
at Shanghal under the famous 
scholar Tseng-hsi and he studied 
calligraphy with Li Jui-ching. He

jing. Such employees would be of 
great service when itL comes to 
untangling and understanding such 
intercultural interpretation of one 
language _ being translated into 
another directly，as is the case of 
the detained shipment. Their serv- 
ice will contribute much to inter- 
national trade, understanding, and 
therefore, peace. 

Lest we Imiss one important 
insight in the same news item，I 
would also like to point out that 下 
the labelling of those imported 
foods actually came from Red 
China, then it shows that country 
which is supposed to be completely 
purged of all old superstititons and 
folk beliefs still cannotjump out of 
such age-old _ cultural usage and 
approach as these terminologies 
indicate. The anthropologist may 
yet have their last word on the 
meaning of all thls.
